W ashington, 
May 5. — There is a 
growing belief among prom inent m em ­ 
bers of congress th at the president will 
call congress to meet in extraor-unary 
session this fall, p r o b ity early in Octo­ 
ber. 
The questions which will come be­ 
fore the next congress for settlem ent, 
including as they doeverything growing 
out of our possessions acquired as a re­ 
sult of tho w ar w ith Spain, and the gen­ 
eral legislation including th a t relatin g 
to currency reform, the N icaragua ca 
nal, m erchant’s m arine, etc., are of such 
great im portance th at the president is 
inclined to regard it as advisable that 
congress should meet earlier than tile 
regular session in December in order to 
get the work under way. 
The retirem ent of Speaker Reed will 
naturally entail considerable delay in 
the appointm ent of comm ittees in th® 
house, as it is custom ary to allow a new 
speaker four or Ave weeks to m ake up 
his comm ittees and this furnishes an 
additional reason why congress should 
be convened before December. 
Of the 
several senators and m em bers of con­ 
gress who are going abroad this sum ­ 
mer, the president has particularly in ­ 
quired as to the length of their stay an I 
has hinted th a t it was advisable that 
{they should be back in the early fall, as 
the necessity for an extra session m ight 
arise. 
W ith others, it is said, he has dis­ 
cussed the subject, and moreover it was 
upon the president s direct suggestion 
th at the caucus comm ittee appointed by 
the house Republicans to form ulate a 
currency reform m easure m et when it 
did. 
There had been talk of postponing 
the meeting until fall, but the president 
suggested th at it would bs well to form ­ 
ulate a plan as early as possible, and 
the statem ent was made to the members 
which mew a t A tlantic City as having 
come direct from the president together 
w ith the further statem ent th at the 
president m ight call congress in ex tra­ 
ordinary session in the fall for the p u r­ 
pose, among other things, of passing a 
currency reform measure.
